Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: It was 
agreed to for independent claims 1 and 13-15 to be amended to incorporate the allowable subject matter of claim 12. 
Furthermore, it was agreed to amend claims 1 and 13-15 to positively recite that the first processor "executes" 
an instruction set, and the second processor "executes" at least an instruction subset.
